TIMBER, TIMBRE 


Turpentine 
Talk Clear, 
Court Rules 


In Georgia, the world’s largest 
turpentine producer, the term “all 
the timber suitable for turpentine 
purposes” is clear enough, in legal 
contracts, the State Supreme Court 
ruled. The Supreme Court over- 
ruled the Court of Appeals and 
the Crisp County Superior Court 
in making this decision. 

The case involved a suit of Mrs. 
Lydia Clements against J. H. Dor- 
sey on charges of violating a lease 
contract. 

Mrs. Clements had negotiated a 
lease to Dorsey granting him the 
right to use for turpentine pyr- 
poses “all the timber suitable for 
turpentine purposes” on her Crisp 
County land. She said that at 
the time of executing the lease 
she had a definite agreement with 
Dorsey that “timber suitable for 
turpentine purposes” meant only 
such trees as were on the date of 
the contract 10 inches in diameter 
54 inches above the ground. How- 
ever, she charged that he had 
cupped, boxed and used a number 
of. pine trees of less dimension. 

The Crisp Superior Court and 
the Court of Appeals ruled that 
the term “timber suitable for tur- 
pentine purposes” was ambiguous. 

Reversing this, the Supreme 
Court. in a decision written by 
Associate Justice R. C. Bell, said: 
“The expression in a timber lease, 
‘timber suitable for turpentine 
purposes,’ is not ambiguous as to 
the size of timber that would be 
suitable for turpentine purposes, 
but, under applicable rules of con- 
struction, it would mean any pine 
timber, of whatever size, that is 
ordinarily used for such purposes, 
the size being determined by cus- 
wr if one is shown to be applica- 
ble.” 

When the Court of Appeals 
ruled the language was not clear, 
Judge Dave Parker, of Waycross, 
in the turpentine country, dissent- 
ed. Justice Bell, who wrote the 
Supreme Court’s decision, resides 
in Thomasville, also in the tur- 
pentine section. 

In writing his opinion, however, 
Justice Bell said he, personally,

The Supreme Court of Georgia 
ruled Tuesday that a jury should 
decide whether Henri Monet 
should have ‘‘fire-sale” rent rates 
on his store in the burned out 
Winecoff Hotel building.

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Divorce Is Cheaper Than Marriage’ 


For some time The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion has been advocating that men strug- 
gling to maintain their families be given 
the same sort of break as a divorced man 
by Federal adoption of the “Community 
Property” Law, as 10 States already have 
done. 

Bernard B. Smith, nationally known 
attorney with a wide practice in fields of 
work where the divorce rate is high, has 
dramatized the situation very vividly in 
an article in Harper’s Magazine entitled 
“Divorce Is Cheaper Than Marriage.” 

With one marriage of every three in 
this country ending in divorce, it means, 
deduces Mr. Smith, that two-thirds of 
America’s husbands are made to pay a 
substantial penalty for making'a go of 
their marriages. 

The amendments to the Internal Rev- 
enue Code in 1942, enacted by the Seven- 
ty-Eighth Congress, made it cheaper for 
a man to get a divorce and pay alimony 
than to stay married, and this is economi- 
cally practical for everyone whose net 
taxable income is more than $2,000 a year. 

He uses two cases out of his files as 
examples. . 

One man, president of a brewery, was 
livirg apart from his wife under a separa- 
tion agreement whereby he paid her $1,000 
a month, or $12,000 a year. Since this was 
a private affair, he was not allowed to 
deduct the $12,000 when computing his 
tax. After deducting the usual $1,000 
exemption, he found he owed the rather 
large sum. of $25,479 which, added to the 
$12,000 he paid his wife, left him with 
$13,521 for himself, with the State income 
tax yet to pay. 

After being legally advised, a divorce 
Was arranged. 

Under the divorce decree he agreed to 
pay his wife $17,500, slightly more than 
one-third of his income. His wife filed a 
separate tax return, after exemption of 
$500, and her tax came to $5,415. She 
Was a little better off than before, as.de- 
ducting the tax from $17,500 left her 
$12,085. 


Jack Gray Not Guilty 


Jack Gray, Manager of the Atlanta Air- 
port, yesterday was found not guilty of im- 
proper relations with a minor girl. 


The “not guilty” verdict was obvious, 
as the immature child was discovered to 
have written letters confessing that she 
lied in her statements implicating him. 
She had known him because he had as- 
sisted the family with clothing and food 
and in educating her brother. She also 
told conflicting stories to her own lawyer, 
who so informed the court.

The second case was that of a New 
York advertising executive with a salary 
of $30,000 a year. He was the devoted 
husband of a wife who suffered from 
severe arthritis. There was a daughter 
just entering college. The wife was told 
by physicians that her severe arthritis re- 
quired her to go to one of the desert re- 
sorts and stay for a long period each year 
and that she would have to do so for 
years to come. . 

Obviously, the husband could not aban- 
don his job and move with them to the 
desert and maintain his wife and daugh- 
ter. The expense was too great to allow 
it. But Congress had provided the an- 
swer. The wife proceeded to Nevada and 
set up residence. Within six weeks she 
had-a divorce. Her husband agreed to 
provide alimony equal to one-half his in- 
come, or $15,000, and the day the divorce 


decree came through they had $3,000 more 


to spend on themselves than before. There 
was no more collusion in it than in most 
such divorces, and husband, wife and 
daughter understood it for what it was. 

Ten States now give married men the 
same break as divorced men. In these 
States man and wife file separate re- 
turns, just as divorced men do in all 48 
States. 

The Constitution hopes married men 
will descend on the next Congress in such 
numbers that they will obtain for them- 
selves the same privileges as their breth- 
ren who have freed themselves from mat- 
rimonial bonds. 2

Because of the “multiple purchases” of cars by persons who 
had a little influence—and some individuals have been able to buy 
as many as 20 or more new cars—those persons who try to live 
by the American system without cheating on it, have gone without 
new cars. 

I am delighted the young lady who brawled at me got a new 
car, but I strongly contend that had the American system of fair 
play been operating she still would be operating her old one and 
doctors and persons who have a greater need for them would be 
driving the new ones. 

The fact that the operation has been entirely within the taw 
still does not remove from it a certain stigma which the public 
is quick to see. 

It just isn’t the right way to do things. 


Dealers The dealers, who knew all along that they were not 

really at fault, but who were being blistered by 
patrons who long had been on the lists of those requesting new 
cars, never did speak up, and not until some enterprising persons 
got the matter before the Grand Jury did the explanation become 
public. 

Some of those engaged in multiple purchase, and resale of new 
cars, undoubtedly did so without profit and to oblige “friends.” 
But without doubt there were others who made a very profitable 
business of it.

That there should be any defense of it is indicative of just how 
far our moral vision and conception of the operation of our eco- 
nomic system has got out of line. 


Politics I know little, if anything, about politics, a fact which

Those officeholders who somehow come to act as if they were 
doing the public a great favor by holding office and that their 
acts should not be subject to criticism, also make an error. Or 
so I believe. 

One reason politicians who do not enjoy very good reputations 
manage to stay in office is by keeping always in mind they are 
servants of the people, not their masters. 

This is one reason why, on the whole, a better type candidate 
is not always available for public office. They do not care for 
the criticism which may come their way. There will be times 
when they may be caught in some situation from which criticism 
will develop which may be a little unjust, probably with any such 
intention. 


They will simply have to learn the hard fact that their desire | 


to serve their communities occasionally includes that sort of un- 
comfortable treatment. I suppose it comes under the heading of 
that trite statement that into each life some rain must fall. I know 
no life or profession which does not find it so. At any rate, it 
should not cause them to think of quitting. Every community needs 
such men and the people are not unaw@te of the price they pay. 
The fact they usually are men who do not have to go into politics 
does not destroy the logic of the need for them. They need only 
to grow thicker skins. 

Criticism is never pleasant, even for those who make it. But 
it is a necessary sort of cathartic for private or public peoples. 
As an old, and frequent recipient of criticism, I have learned that 
much about life.

For ever believing that state officials were un- 
co-operative, we apologize. Ditto for ever think- 
ing that the rewrite and general assignment boys 

had it easy in The Constitution newsroom while we: were slaving 
over a hot Capitol beat. We know better now. We have just spent 
a week in the office as a rewrite and general assignment man dur- 
ing vacation period. 


With a complicated telephone system ringing like the phones 
ringing on election night in a campaign headquarters, with a city 
editor breathing down our neck, and with big business executives 
keeping us cooling our heels in outer offices or giving us the run 
around, we are happy to end our days in the office and get back te 
the comparatively easy life on Capitol Square. We can even appre 
ciate the plushbettom chairs at the Capitol, after sitting in the 
straight-backed typewriting chairs at the office.. 


. It has been said many times in 
P hooey on Businessmen the past that the state needs a 
businesslike administration. We don’t think so much of that now. 
It might be more efficient, but the public wouldn't know what was 
going on in state affairs—because the newsmen would be cooling 
their heels in the outer offices trying to make an appointment to 
see the boss, and the boss would be in the inner office pondering 
over the propriety of revealing information to the press. 


When a newsman enters a state official's office, the receptionist 
and secretary smiles pleasantly and gives him the sign to go into 
the inner sanctum—despite the fact that the outer office is filled 
with people waiting to see the executive. On the inside, the boss - 
is talking with a visitor. He interrupts his conference to inform the 
newsman of any news that might have occurred’in that office. It 
doesn’t take long, because if the news is a lengthy statement, the 
office holder has copies prepared in advance to hand to the reporter. 


:. Look at the business or professional man, however. 
Censorship We telephoned a few doctors. We identified our- 
self when we asked to speak to the physician. Unlike the state 
house, this was no open sesame. The secretary asked the nature of 
our business. A news story, we said. That wasn’t enough. She 
wanted us to submit the questions orally to her over the phone so 
she could let her boss have this information before talking to us. 
No state officer’s secretary would pull a censorship job like that. 
Another secretary, whose schoolteacher boss was out of the city, 
was extremely reluctant to give us the names of other people who 
might be interviewed on the subject because she felt no one could 
talk except her boss. 


A big business executive declined to issue the hottest news item 
of the day because if he takked with a reporter he would be late to 
a social engagement. These are things a writer avouldn’t run into 
when dealing with guardians of the public’s business at the State 


Capitol. 


Heel cooling is the biggest obstacle a newsman has on thé gen- 
eral assignment beat. He has to take his turn in line with other 
visitors in many business offices. If a Capitol reporter had to wait 
behind all the lines of visitors in every office, it would take years 
to see every state official—instead of daily checking the run. 


: On Capitol Square, you can check a 
Buck Passing, Checks story from every angle within a few 
minutes. Just by walking from one office to another, you can get 
comments from the highest officials in the various branches of state 
government and turn out a complete round-up story quickly. Not 
so on the city beat. You have to figure out which expert you want 
to see for comment, travel many blocks or many miles to get to his 
office to wait to see him, and probably find him out. We had a 
sneaking feeling on more than one story that wé were being given 
the run around by some persons who knew the answers but who 
were reluctant to talk. We are delighted to be. home again, where 
not only do the folks talk about their own business but will provide 
you with good tips on news from other departments.

In Buying Wave 


CHICAGO, Sept. 9—(#)—Rec- 
ord highs were established by 
September corn and September 
©ats in today’s grain futures trad- 
ing at the Board of Trade. Sea- 
gonal highs were recorded in all 
deliveries. 

September corn and oats broke 
through record highs established 
last week when that delivery of 
corn sold at $2.53% against to- 
day’s high of $2.60%4. Last week 
September ots sold for a record 
high of $1.18% against today’s 
high of $1.21%. 

In the cash grain market for- 
mer records were broken as yel- 
low corn soared to $2.63% and 
white oats to $1.30. 

Gains in wheat ranged up to 10 
cents—corn to 8 cents—oats to 6 
cents, soybeans 8 cents and lard 
$2.00, the daily limits permitted 
under Exchange rules. 

At the finish wheat was 7% to 
10 cents higher than the previous 
close, September $2.72%. Corn 
was 6% to 8 cents higher, Septem- 
ber $2.60%4-%2. Oats were 4% to 
63%, higher, September $1.20%4-%. 
Soybeans were 8 cents higher, No- 
vember $3.15% and lard was 
$1.75 to $2.00 higher, September 
$21.45. 

The opening advance brokers 
gaid was the result of a trade re- 
port that “realistic” Government 
officials handling the export grain 
rogram “are resigned to $4 a 
ushel wheat, probably by early 
mext year.” Some brokers called 
the report “fantastic” but the 
shorts rushed to cover and the 
buying wave was on. 

Wheat also responded to a re- 
port that August has been the 
driest in the Southwest since 1936, 
carrying deferred deliveries up 

e limit. - 
ge responsible authorities 
handling grains for the Agricul- 
tural Department told a reporter 
they “are not reconciled” to the 
possibility that wheat may reach 
&4 a bushel by early next year. 

One official said such reports 
“iust don’t make sense.” He add-

Cotton Futures Close 
Strong in New York 


NEW YORK, Sept. 9—(#)—Cot- 
ton futures closed strong today 
with gains of $1.45 to $2 a bale. 
Textile mills and New Orleans 
Bealers supported the market. 

Hedging pressure, despite in- 
creased movements of the new cot- 
fon crop, was light and commis- 
gion houses were also reluctant 
sellers in view of the sharp ad- 
vances in grains and other com- 
gnodity markets. Traders contin- 
wed to scrutinize prospective 1947 
gotton crop prospects. 

The Government weekly crop 
end weather report said condi- 
tions in the cotton belt during the 
past week were again generally 
favorable, except in the western 
portion where hot dry weather has 
retarded progress of the crop. 

Based on the Sept. 1 condition 
and including Aug. 1 stocks of cot- 
ton, dealers estimated prospective 
supplies for the 1947-48 season at 
14,405,000 bales. After allowing 
for domestic consumption, ex- 
ports, and damage, merchants 
foresaw a possible carryover on 
Aug. 1 next year of about 3,105,- 
000 bales.

McDonald, accompanied by Sam 
H. Flynt, rate expert of the Geor- 
gia Public Service Commission, 
plans to remain in Washington 
while the rate hearings are in 
progress. He said the Southern 
utility commissions were joining 
wholeheartedly in opposing the 
proposed rate increases. 


Repeal Is Asked 
Of War Contract 
Settlement Act 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9—-(?)— 
Repeal of the 1944 War Contract 
Settlement Act was recommended 
Tuesday by E. L. Fisher, General 
Counsel of the General Account- 
ing Office. 

Testifying before a House Ex- 
em ming Subcommittee on over- 
payments reported by the GAO in 
auditing settlements already made, 
Fisher said the law is unnecessary 
“most of the war contract termi- 
nation program has been com- 
pleted.” 

He testified the GAO is op- 
posed to the law because of “the 
unnecessary and tremendous au- 
thority” given contracting agen- 
cies and the restrictions on the 
Accounting Office. The Act limits 
GAO review of settlements to 
cases in which there is indication 
of fraud. 

Fisher outlined to the Commit- 
tee 32 cases which he said showed 
overpayments of $1,121,695 in con- 
tract settlements. He emphasized 
there is no evidence of fraud in 
the cases and said the companies 
may have voluntarily repaid the 
Government the excessive 
amounts received. 

“The line is very indistinct be- 
tween what is a fraud case and 
what is an overpayment,” Fisher 
said. 

Rep. Bender, Republican, Ohio, 
the Subcommittee Chairman, esti- 
mated overpayments on cancelled 
war contracts. at nearly $500,000,- 
000 and said a public explanation 
will be demanded of companies 
which fail to return the money.

Pitched Battle 


Ousts Last Jews 
From Transport 


HAMBURG, Germany, Sept. 9— 
—Jewish refugees and British 
troops fought in a bloody pitched 
battle aboard a transport ship 
Tuesday before the British suc- 
ceeded in landing on German soil 
the last of the “exodus 1947” Jews 
who set out two months ago for 
Palestine. 

Hundreds of the Jews fought all 
the way from the grim holds of 
the Runnymede Park to a dock- 
side railway train to avoid enter- 
ing the country they describe as 
the graveyard of millions of their 
kinsmen. 

By official British account at 
least 33 Jews, including 13 women, 
were wounded in a two-hour melee 
in which the British used clubs, 
fire hoses and fists to down resist- 
ance spurred by a leader who ex- 
horted them to fight to the death. 

Three British soldiers were of- 
ficially reported hospitalized by in- 
juries at the hands of Jews who 
fought with such improvised weap- 
ons as broken bottles and clubs 
tipped with barbed wire or razor 
blades. At least one Jew hurled 
a knife.
